Pꝛoclamation oł adiournement had ben had oꝛ made: any thyng mentioned in this pzeſent Pꝛoclamation, oꝛ 
in any wꝛitte ol adiournement to the contrary, notwithltandyng. woyllyng and commaundyng al and euery 
ofher Maieſttes officers, miniſters,and ſubiectes, to whom it doth oz ſhal apparteyne, to oblerue a keepe theyꝛ 
allemblies and apparences, with al they: returnes and certificates in her hyghneſle ſayde Courtes at weſtmin- 
ſer, in Menſe Michaelis next commyng, then and there to be holden and kept, and there to do they? offices and 
duties in euery behalfe,fn line manner and fourme, as they ſhoulde oꝛ ought to haue done, yr this pzeſent Pꝛo⸗ 
damation had not ben had oꝛ made, as they wyll anſ were to the contrary at they: perylles.
